Charles Shields, Age 39, Farmer of 


Mays, Takes His Life Early 


This Morning. 


T H O U G H T TO B E D E S P O N D E N T 


A sks 7-Year-Old Girl to Bring Cup 


of Water in Which he Took 


Poison. 


Despondent and believ ed to be su f­ 
fering with, a mental depression du e 
to ex cessiv e drinking for the last two 
or three day s, Charles Shields, ag e 
thirty -nine y ears, a farm er of May s, 
took an ou nce of carbolic acid this 
morning abou t sev en o’clock before 
he had arisen from bed, and died in 
the g reatest ag ony 
at 
sev en-fifty 
o ’clock. 
It is said that Shields had been 
-drinking to ex cess for three day s at 
least bu t that he had showed no sig ns 
of despondency . 
lie 
was in hig h 
spirits when he went to bed last nig ht 
and did not seem to be depressed 
when lie awakened this morning . His 
wife and family was down stairs 
preparing breakfast when his little 
sev en-y ear-old dau g hter 
discov ered 
him in his bed. 
One little dau g hter remained be­ 
hind this morning when the remainder 
of the family , with the ex ception of 
the father, went down 
stairs. 
The 
father, ev idently as a pretex t to g et 
rid of the dau g hter, asked the g irl 
who remained behind to bring him a 
drink. 
She took him a cu p of water 
and went back down stairs. 
In a few minu tes the little sev en- 
v ear-old- g irl, ex pecting to lie down 
with her father u ntil breakfast was 
ready , went u p to his room and ob­ 
serv ed that lie acted strang ely . 
She, 
of co-u ise, did lad leali/.e what was 
the matter with her father, bu t she 
did notice that her father paid no 
aitentn n to her, bu t onlv mu ttered 
sou nds that were scarcely au dible. 
Tin- little g irl ru shed back to her 
mother and told her something was 
the matter with, her 
father. 
Mrs. 
Shields ru n u pstaiis and realized as 
soon as -lie entered the room what 
had happened as she 
detected the 


o d o r o f carbo lic acid. 
N< t stopping 
to ex amine her hu sband, she ru shed 
to ihe front 
porch and 
beg an to 
scream, one -brill cry after another. 
Neig hbor- were attracted to her 
and immediately Dr. \Y. A. I. id, who 
liv e- only a 
half block 
from the 
Shields home, was called. 
All efforts 
t(t rev iv e Shields were u seless and he 
died, after 
su ffering 
ex cru ciating 
pain, at ten minu tes to eig ht. 
Friends beg an a search abou t the 
mom for traces of the poisoning he 
had taken. 
They fou nd the cu p 
in 
which the little dau g hter had taken 
her father a drink, ly ing in the bed 
near the su icide's left liip. 
The v es­ 


sel -melled strong ly of carbolic acid. 
The search was continu ed nil ov er 
the roi m. 
It was some time before 


the suicide’s co at was fo und hang ing 
in a secluded part o f the ro o m. 
In 
o ne o f the po ckets was fo und a two - 
o unce bo ttle, co ntaining o ne o unce o f 
carbo lic acid. 
Fro m 
that it was 
g leamed he to o k 
an 
o unce o f the 
po iso n. 
Dr. A. G. Sliau ck of 
Arling ton, 
cou nty coroner, was called at once, 
and late this afternoon had not re­ 
tu rned from May s. 
Shields rented a farm and tended 
it althou g h he liv ed in May s with his 
family . 
lie was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Milton Shields of May s and had 
liv ed there all of his life, lie married 
sev eral y ears ag o Nellie Abernathy , 
dau g hter of*Berry Abernathy of this 
city . 
To them fou r children were 
born and all 
su rv iv e, 
besides the 
widow. 
The fu neral serv ices will be held in 
the May s Presby terian chu rch S atu r­ 
day afternoon at one o’clock. 
Inter­ 
ment will 
take 
place 
in the Shiloh 
cemetery .

to 
the 
barn of James Keating , adjoining the 
Wallace property . 
The total loss is 
g iv en a t $2500. 
The fire was discov ered abou t ten- 
thirty o’clock and when the fire de­ 
partment arriv ed the Wallace barn 
was a solid mass of flames. 
It is the 
opinion of the firemen that the barn 
bad been bu rning a f< ng time before 
discov ered. 
The inside of the barn 
was all afire and had g ained -u ch 
headway that fig hting the flames was 
u seless. 
None of tin* contents was 
sav ed and the property is a tola? 
loss. 
The h orse s perished before any 
effort cou ld be made to 
sav e t h .m . 
Mr. Wallace estimates hi> loss as be­ 
tween $8 00 and $1000 with abou t 
$500 insu rance. 
H. G. Hackman of the Bee Hiv e 
su stained the heav iest lo>« . 
The two 
horses, the wag on and contents and 
other v alu ables destr« y ed make Mr. 
Hackman's loss abou t $1200. The in- 
su ranee will not 
cov er the 
entire 
amou nt. 
The hu ckster wag on was 
loaded with g roceries and this alone 
is nlaeed at 
$500.

t h i n g s M l-. Hackman lost a new set 
of <1 able harness and a larg e amou nt 
of feed. 
The Keating bam is directly across 
■ he alley and Ihe west wind carried 
the flames to it. 
A horse and cow 
belong ing t<> Air. Keating were sav ed. 
The firemen made special efforts to 
sav e this barn bu t becau se of the in­ 
tense beat from the Wallace barn and 
the poor water pressu re, the u pper 
half was destr« y ed. 
Tin1 water pres­ 
su re g reatly handicapped tlie firemen 
and for a time it seemed as thou g h 
tin* Keating property 
was doomed. 
The pressu re was so weak they cou ld 
not iret within fig hting distance u ntil 
the f l a m e s from the other barn su b­ 
sided. 
The loss to the Keating barn 
B estimated at abou t $250. 
The orig in of the fire is u nknown. 
No one is known to hav e entered the 
barn since early in the morning . 
The 
doors were secu rely locked and the 
blaze ev idently started 
« hi the inside. 
The Bee Hiv e wag on u su ally starts 
« nit in the morning , bu t today « whig 
j<* ih(* bad condition of the 
r o a ds , did 
not make the trip.

Wo lco tt states that as an 
indu cement to her to pu rchase the 
bu siness the defendants represented 
that they intended to retire and wo uld 
no t fo r a perio d o f fiv e y ears 
eng ag e 
in the same business in this city . 
On 
this co nditio n Mrs. Wo lco tt say s she 
paid defendants $7 00 fo r the store. 
It is alleg ed that the 
defendants 
disreg arded their ag reement and o n 
Feb. 1 2 o pened a sto re here to eng ag e 
in the millinery business. It is stated 
in the co mplaint that by starting a 
sto re they are injuring the plaintiff’s 
trade and will eo nfihue to do so un­ 
less restrained by the co urt. 
Fo r 
this v io latio n o f co ntract an injunc­ 
tio n is asked and $5 00 damag es. 


Not many day s will elapse before 
photog raphs of the samples of fu rni­ 
tu re made by the Ru shv ille Fu rnitu re 
Company will be taken and will be 
placed in the hands of salesmen who 
will beg in to take orders. As soon 
as 
orders beg in to come in, the factory

They will hav e abou t ten desig ns to 
place on the market. Two samples of 
each desig n are being made so that 
the company will hav e a small stock 
on bau d when the g oods are placed 
on the market. 
The samples hav e to 
be completed when photog raphed, as 
the photog raph wou ld not show the 
ex terior finishes. 
The work of perfecting the samples 
has been delay ed somewhat by the 
fact that the company did not employ 
a special desig ner to do the work. 
Charles Baker and Warder W y att of 
the company hav e had charg e of that. 
They desired to do their own desig n­ 
ing , a s they ha« l some sjieeinl ideas in 
desig ning which they wished to ex e- 
eu t e. 
As so o n as the faetorv is ru nninff 
steadily and has a 
reg u lar ou tpu t, 
m« u *e men will hav e to be imported. 
Tt will mean that more hou ses will 
u ndou btedly 
hav e to hi* 
bu ilt, as 
empty hou ses in Ru shv ille are v ery 
scarce ju st now. 
Fou r or fiv e men now employ ed by 
tin* 
Ru shv ille 
Fu rnitu re Company 
were brou g ht here from other cities 
and the remainder working at the 
new factory are Ru shv ille men. 
The 
employ es will be increased as the 
bu siness demands u ntil a capacity 
bu siness lias been reached. 
The influ x of working men in Ru sh- 
v ille in the spring and su mmer will 
make a demand for-hou ses. 
The re ­ 
su lt is that sev eral people are plan­ 
ning to erect hou ses to rent, ju st as 
soon as spring opens and the weather 
is fit for men to work ou t of doors. 
It is said sev eral new hou ses in the 
Stewart & 
Tompkins 
addition 
will 
spring u p in a few months. 
The bu ilding trades will be ov er­ 
flowed this spring , according to 
all 
predictions. 
Besides the nu mber of 
hou ses which will he bu ilt it is said a 
nu mber will he ov erhau led and re ­ 
paired.

COOKING 


Gre a t Syste m Pe rfe cte d b y M. 
So ye r, Fa mo u s L o n d o n Ch e f. 


D IN N E R S CO O KED IN ONE BAG. 


By M. Soy e r, Che f of the Brook s ' 
Club, London. 
In my last article I gave menus fo r 
dinners fo r Sunday , Mo nday and Tues­ 
day that co uld be co o ked in o ne bag, 
the dessert, o f co urse, ex cepted. Here 
I give menus that can be so co o ked 
fo r the o ther day s o f the week. 


We dne s da y . 
Let the dinner be ro ast and stuffed 
breast o f mutto n. 
Take a lean breast o f mutto n fo ur 
po unds weight, getting fhe butcher to 
bo ne it fo r y o u. Make a stuffing with 
two o unces o f stale bread crumbs, a 
dust o f salt and 
pepper, a finely 
cho pped o nio n, and a heaped dessert­ 
spo o nful o f minced parsley , o r, if 
pressed fo r time, a little finely po w­ 
dered mix ed sweet herbs. Add a go o d 
lump o f dripping o r cut a little fat 
fro m the thick part o f the breast, cho p 
this finely , and use instead o f dripping 
Bind if po ssible with an egg, o r, fail­ 
ing this, use a little co ld milk. 
I^ay 
this mix ture o n the inside o f the meat. 
Ro ll as tightly as po ssible, tie into 
pla>e with clean tape o r string. Grease 
the bag well. 
Put in o ne po und o f 
peeled and halved po tato es, cho o sing 
these all as nearly o f a size as po s­ 
sible. Then put in the meat. Add the 
o ther and put in the rest o f the po ­ 
tato es. Put in bag in a very ho t o ven. 
Lo wer the gas half way (o r push in 
the dampers), and co o k fo r an ho ur 
and a quarter o r an ho ur and a half, 
acco rding as the meat is liked well, 
o ver o r underdo ne. 
Turn o ut, serve 
with a little red currant jam, if jelly 
is no t po ssible. 
Baked bread pudding will be fo und 
very acceptable after this. 
To make it, so ak half a po und o r 
mo re o f stale bread o ver night in co ld 
water. 
Then beat up with a fo rk till 
quite light. 
No w add to it an o unce 
o f bro wn sugar, two o unces o f well- 
washed currants, two o unces, ditto dit­ 
to raisins, o ne o unce o f candied peel, 
and a go o d lump o f dripping. Beat up 
the mix ture tho ro ughly . 
Sprinkle it 
thickly o n to p with 
bro wn 
sugar. 
Grease a bag thickly , put in the mix ­ 
ture. and bake fo r fo rty minutes. Open 
the bag, 
slip o ut gently , dust with 
sifted sugar and serve. 


Thurs da y . 
Cho p the co ld mutto n left o ver fro m 
Wednesday finely . Dust it with pepper, 
salt, a little po wdered 
sweet herbs, 
and add to it a large finely cho pped 
o nio n. 
Sprinkle the who le wrell with 
seaso ned flo ur. 
Add any co ld gravy 
which may be o ver fro m the day be­ 
fo re, and a co uple o f slices o f lean 
flank o f baco n and a tablespo o nful o f 
Wo rcester 
sauce, 
with 
the 
same 
amo unt o f water. 
Grease the bag. 
Put in the mince. 
Co o k gently fo r

Within half a» i 
ho ur after the fire bro ke o ut a great 
area o f small ho uses was in flames. 
The fire spread rapidlv to manufae 
taring plants that bo rdered o n co ttages 
where hundreds o f wo rkingmen lived. 
The burned area is at least a mile and 
a half lo ng, and at po ints a quarter o l 
a mile wide. 
The burned area era 
braced lo ng ro ws o f co ttages and so lid 
streets o f manufacturing plants. 
It 
was swept clean by the flames. 
No th 
ing was saved.

All o f the ideas advanced by Co rnel 
Ro o sevelt o n the initiative and refer­ 
endum and especially o n the recall o f 
judicial decisio ns and judges them­ 
selves are abho rrent to Mr. Taft.

W’hite Ho use no co mment was 
made o n the co lo nel’s speech, but Mr. 
Taft’s deep co ncern o ver the po ssibil­ 
ity o f any o f these new-fangled no tio ns 
creeping into the Republican natio nal 
platfo rm is well kno wn to his advisers.

Ou t of cou rtesy to Governor Dix, 
Ju stice Gerard waited u ntil 4 o’clock ^ 
yesterday afternoon b efore ha n d in g, 
down the decision. 
No word having i 
come from the governor u p to that 
time that Brandt had b een pardoned 
or that a pardon wou ld b e issu ed short- j 
ly, the ju stice felt constrained to act 
himself. He learned that Attorney Gen- j 
eral Carmody’s argu m ents had failed 
to move the governor and that there 
wou ld b e delay whichever way the gov­ 
ernor decided. 
However, the decision of Ju stice 
Gerard was not filed and will not b e 
today, since this is a legal holiday. 
Therefore the order remanding Brandt 
for a new trial and estab lishing his 
statu s as a man indicted b u t not ac- 
tu ally convicted is not yet on record, j 
Provided, therefore, that the governor j 
conclu des to free Brandt, he can do 
so withou t any qu estion arising as to 
his constitu tional right to pardon a 
man who is not legally a convict. The 
constitu tion says that the governor 
can 
pardon or commu te a sen ten c e. 
“after conviction.” 
Brandt, who is now in the Tomb s 
may b e released on b ail tomorrow. 
An 
application will b e made to Ju stice 
Gerard asking that the ju stice fix b ail 
for Brandt 
and 
ordqr 
his 
release. 
W hen the you ng Swede was arraigned 
b ack in March, 19 07, on Mortimer L. 
Schiff’s complaint that he had com­ 
mitted b u rglary and assau lt, Charles 
S. W hitman, then a m agistrate, held 
him in b onds of $.1,000, $2,500 on each 
charge. 
It has b een indicated that 
District Attorney W hitm an will not 
press for heavy b ail now.
